State 
Dairy 
Law is no exception 
It has been 
formed for the purpose of 
pro- 
tecting 


¬ 
the interests of all 
citi- 
zens 


¬ 
of the State 
as they relate 
to the dairy business 
but chiefly 
is it concerned 
in guarding 
the 
interests 
of that part of the 
States 
citizenry that 
are 
en 
iracedin the dairy business 
To 
accomplish such results it has es 
tablished many rulings affecting 
various phases of the industry 
Testing 
The dairy law makes it a mis 
demeanor punishable by a heavy 
fine for any party buying milk 
or 
cream 
by weiglit or test to

fair sample for test purposes 
All persons making such 
tests 
of milk or cream mustrbe licensed 
by the State Dairy Commissioner 
and bonded in the sum of 
1000 
All glassware used in the sam ¬ 
pling or testing of these products 
must be standard 
and 
must be 
approved 
and 
stamped 
by the 
State Dairy Commissioner 
Factories 
All creameries 
factories 
or 
places where 
milk 
or cream 
is 
manufactured 
or 
handled 
must 
be kept clean 
and sanitary and 
all processes used 
must be such 
as are approved 
Renovated Products 


All made pr 
renovated 
milk 
produces must be so labelled that 
they may not come in competition 
with fresh products 
Thus far the law extends its 
protection against outside inter ¬ 
ests that may operate to the dis ¬ 
advantage of the dairymanT but 
there are interests that are oper¬ 
ating adversely to those of the 
dairyman that are not 
outside 
Thus 
any 
dairyman sending 
milk or cream 
to a factory 
re- 
gardless
